THE BULLOCK TRIAL. 

The trial of Rufus 4H. Builock, ex- 
governor of Georgia, for .arceny after a 
trust delegated, was concluded yester- 
day morning by a verdict cf not guilty- 
It 1s not a part of our duty as public 
journaiists either to influence or to 
gainsay the administration of public 
justice. The verdict of a jury of the 
country is an estoppel to all special 
pleas upon subjects like that under 


. sod qualitied to administer justice. 
The jury, drawn ,from the body 
of the county, was principally 
composed of men outside the corporate 
limits of Atlanta, and in so much re- 
moved from any local induence, for or 
against the prisoner. The court was thor- 
oughly impartial in iis control over the 
details of the trial, and both parties to 
the proceeding expressed entire satisfac- 
tion with the conduct and rulings of 
Judge Hillyer, whose sole aim in the 
case seemed to be an earnest search 
after the truth. 

The testimony has been published 
at length in our columas,and we are not 
called upon to express an opinion upon 
it. The jury has passed upon it. Their 
verdict was doubtless weil considered 
and expressed their honest convictions. 

This was a simple issue of fact, such 
as is made in hundreds of less conspic- 
uous cases every year, and the gole 
question at issue was plainly defined 
The trial was conducted with great 
ability on either side.

THE LEGISLATURE AND THE HOMRE- 
STRAD EXEMPTION.

@A reporter of the Augusta Chronicle 
recently had interviews with vazlous 
prominent members of the bar of that 
city in regard to the homestead proyi- 
sion of the new constitution and the 
necessity for an extra session of the 
legislature. Senator J. B. Cumming 
thinks there is no reason why an extra 
session of the legislature should be 
called. As to the homestead, he thinks 
that any exemption under the new 
constitution can be enforced against 
any debt or contract, either before or 
since the adoption of the new constitu 
tion. He thinks the powers of the sus 
perior court are ample and flexible 
enough to protect the rights of all who 
desire to take refuge in an exemption. 
Mejor Joseph Ganabl is of about the 
game opinion, holding that an extra 
session is unnecessary and that a court 
of equity can set aside the homestead 
under the new exemption without any 
extra meeting. Even granting that 
there is no adequate exemption in force 
at the present time, Major ‘zanah! 
thinks that that fact wouid not bea 
sufficient excuse for an extra 
session. The world, he says, 
has managed to get along 
before without a homestead exemption, 
and it won’t come to an end now for 
want of one. Judge James 8. Hook is 
also of opinion that no necessity exists 
for an extra session of the legislature. 
As to the homestead, Judge Hook 
thinks the old machinery will be in 
operation until the meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly, and those taking out a 
homestead exemption will do so under 
the old constitution. The new consti 
tution did not intend to deprive the 
people of the right of homestead between 
the time ofits adoption and the session 
of the legislature. Mr. H. Clay Foster 
can s@e no reason for an extra session 
of the legislature. He thinks there 
will be no trouble about that. He pro- 
poses to apply for exemption of person- 
alty and realty in the same manner as 
under the old constitution,only making 
the amount sixteen hundred instead of 
'three thousand dollars. Judge H. D. 
D. Twiggs is in favor of an extrs session. 
He does not see how it can be helped. 
The constitution, as it stands, is a mere 
skeleton and requires legislation to give 
it vitality, emcrgy and ‘orce, Judge 
Twiggs thinks.that if an extra session 
is not beld, the general assembly when 
it meets next fall will be obliged to sit 
for at least four months in ‘order to 
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man who has millions at his back 
what the people think of bim; but as 
the office of secretary of the treasury 
is a high official position, heretofore 
considered to be a place made for the 
benefit of the people, it is proper, we 
think, to put those who hold the office 
on notice of how the people regard its 
administration. They look on you, 
Mr. John Sherman, as the agent of the 
bondbolders, and think that you, under 
the flimsy pretence of protecting the 
public credit, are willing and ready to 
do anything for their interest—‘o en- 
hance their property, even if it cripples 
every enterprise in the country. They 
cannot see why it is that while you are 
so earnest in your efforts to resume spe- 
cie payments, you are just as earnest 
in your effort so reduce the coin of the 
country 80 as to increase the value of 
the bonds to be paid. They cannot un~- 
derstand why it is that you make con- 
tracta with these bondho'ders without 
authority from congress to do so, and 
then insist to the president that you 
have pledged the government to pay 
bondsin gold, and it won’t do to pay 
them in paper or silver. They consider 
this an innovativn—an illegal assump- 
tion of power that is dangerous, even 
in the hands of a man ebove suspicion, 
They do not understand why you are 
so ready to defend--on the stump, in 
the press, by your reports, and every- 
where —the interest of the bondholders 
and that you never have a word to say 
in favor of the prosperity of the people 
and the advancement of the institu- 
tions of the country. The office of sec- 
retary of the treasury of the United 
states was an office a number of years 
before these bonds were created. The 
people cannot see why your whole time 
is taken up in the consideration of a 
plan to cramp the currency of the 
country, in order to enhance the value 
of securities held by a few in compari- 
son with the millions who suffer by it.

It is 
wrong to co, press them fora considera~ 
tion—nay, it 1s wrong to oppress them, 
even if it be done for nothing, merely 
to gratify a financial freak. They will 
feel bitterly towards any one who is 
even suspected of thisconduct. They 
will not even ‘allow to money protect 
the men who doit when they,jonce be- 
come thoroughly satisfied of it. 


Tue able editor of the Burlington 
Hawkeye facetiously falls into the be- 
lief that the silver money question is 
at present dividing parties. The pro- 
pinquity (as the Courier-Journal would 
remark) of the state of Iowa to the 
state of Indiana is sufficient excuse for 
this.

THE MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 


Dr. Angier’s annual message for the 
year just closed is an admirable docu- 
ment. It is full cf the practical, com- 
mon sense fer which the mayor is dis~ 
tinguished, and with which he has 
characterized bis administration. 

The message deals witha number of 
important subjects. The first of these 
is the needed reform in the watér- works 
lake. Tus ConsriTuTIon has urged the 
necegsity of purifying and cleansing the 
water upon the authorities for some 
time, and itis proper that the mayor 
should take the matter in hand. With 
perfectly pure and palatable water, it 
is our belief that the income from water- 
rates alone would very soon reach 
$50,000 per annum. This sum would 
not only pay running expenses and in» 
terest, but would prove a sinking fund 
that would go very far towards redeem- 
ing the bonds as they matured, It is 
doubtful if the receipts can be pushed 
t> much more than present figures, 
unless the water is made more accepta- 
ble. Economy then, as well as the 
health, and reputation and cleanliness 
of the city demands that the much- 
needed reform shalibe made. This can 
be done only in the manner suggested 
by the mayor. Mr. Grant suggested this 
plan through Taz ContTsITUTION months 
ago. Tue ConstTiTUuTION indorsed it 
then. We are quite as hearty in our 
indorsement now. The stand-pipe is 
animprovement. The other would be 
a complete remedy. , 

The public schools present a problem 
that must be met at once. The mayor 
states that near four hundred children 
bave applied fruitlessly for admissino 
into the grammar schools. This pre~ 
sents the question asto whether we 
had better have a system of thorough 
schools through which some children 
can go,or @ partial system which all 

In other words, if we.can 
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stand just as theyare. It is possible 
that a remedy for the evil complained 
of by the mayor might be reached by 
the eniergement of ihe grammar 
schools. It will not do to talk of sus 


pending the high ecbools. 

The mayor calls attention to the 
abominable nuisance, the railroad 
street crossing. It does seem that 
Atlanta has stood this erying shame 
just long enough. ‘There is no city of 
like size any where in which such 
an abuse is tolerated. The city is 
assuming metropolitan proportions, 
and should take decisive steps toward 
rooting out this nuisance. We trust 
that the proposed conference of rail- 
road presidents will suggest a remedy. 
Lf it does not, the city council should 
then take the bul! by the horns, and 
propose and insist upon a remedy 
itsell. 

The mayor gives us a rossy view of 
our finances, adismal view of our 
streets, returns thanks properly for 
the majority on the capital question, 
and closes with his compliments to 
the: council. He can make his ad- 
ministration illustrious by having the 
water works lake properly ditched, 
aud a bridge put over, or a tunnel put 
under the railroad street crossing. 
He has a year to work inand if 
be does this, we promise to put him 
into history as the best ofall our 
good mayors.
